Nearly everybody says one of the most urgent matters 
confronting the newly elected Administration and 
Congress is a complete “reform of the welfare system.” 
What system? 
The trouble is that there is no “welfare system” to 
reform. 
What the U.S. has, in fact, is a hodgepodge of 
skyrocketing programs launched hit or miss over the 
years for the benevolent purpose of eliminating 
depreviation. 
These undertakings are operated by hordes of local 
and federal agencies with no uniform standards to guide 
them, and no way to be sure that those in charge of one 
program know what the others are trying to do. 
There isn’t even a uniform goal. 
Is the objective to help those in need while they need 
help? or is it to redistribute incomes so that those who 
have more will be benefactors of those who have less? 
The purpose has never been defined. 
If you tried to run a business this way, you’d be broke 
in a week. 
That is not to say that welfare should be operated as a 
business to show a profit. Nobody would be so inhumane 
as to insist that Government efforts to aid the needy aim 
for a plus return on the tax dollars expended. 
But at least a measure of efficiency in the ad­ 
ministration of welfare would make those dollars go 
further and do more for those they are intended to help. 
And you can’t start to get efficiency in any operation if 
you don’t even have a co-ordinated system. 
Caspar W. Weinberger encountered the problems of 
welfare while serving at the top levels of Government — 
' first as Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget, and later as the Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare. He is now out of Government and back in 
private business, but that hasn’t lessened his concern 
about die course — and waste — of assistance programs. 
Writing in the current issue of The Journal of the 
Institute for Socioeconomic Studies, he makes the above 
point this w ay: 
“One of the first characteristics of our welfare system 
is that it is not a system at all. It is a whole array of 
programs enacted at different times, with different goals 
and characteristics, unguided by any conscious, con­ 
sistent philosophy, or even actual necessity.” 
The result he sees is that some welfare programs 
discourage people from trying to support themselves; 
some — food stamps, for example — are available to 
people who don’t really need them; in total cash and 
noncash payments, welfare provides many with more 
income than they could get by working. 
What is the answer? 
Mr. Weinberger would replace many of the present 
welfare programs with cash payments on the basis of 
each individual’s current need. That, of course, is an 
oversimplifications — and, anyway, it is not the purpose 
here to argue the details of his proposal one way or the 
other. The whole thing is too complex to tackle in this 
limited space. 
But he does make this point: 
It is fair that those who earn more should pay more 
for their government, and fair also that they should help 
those in need and those who are less fortunate. 
“But, if our goal is simply to transfer income from the 
rich to the poor until we have achieved a dull gray 
mediocrity for most, we will have destroyed the op­ 
portunities and incentives with the large rewards our 
system has offered for some, and which has enabled all 
of us to enjoy a higher standard of living than has ever 
been achieved by any other country; and, much more 
important: 
“We will have changed the fundamental balance of our 
constitutional system which makes government the 
g u aran to r of individual freedom, not the individual the 
servant of society’s conscious objectives.”

OF AMERICA 
The 200th anniversary of our 
nation's independence should be 
an occasion for national pride 
and 
reaffirmation 
of 
basic 
principle, 
and 
for 
most 
Americans is exactly that. 
But there are others who have 
less noble purposes for the 
Bicentennial, and have been 
working to make their views 
prevail. 
This 
week 
in 
the 
Nation’s Capital and in the city 
of 
Philadelphia 
where 
the 
Declaration of Independence 
was signed, we find forces at 
work attempting to distort the 
meaning of the Bicentennial 
beyond all recognition. 
Most notable of these is the so- 
called 
Peoples 
Bicentennial 
Commission, a Marxist group 
which argues that the original 
American Revolution was a 
species of radical, collectivist 
upheaval, and should be the 


pretext for similar mischief 
today. The PBC attempts to 
portray American business as 
their modern versions of George 
III, 
and 
calls 
for 
their 
dismantling by “the people." 
The distortions of the PBC link 
up quite readily with a less 
violent but philosophically 
congruent version of American 
history 
widely 
taught 
in 
American 
educational 
in­ 
stitutions. 
This view, while 
falling short of the PBC in im­ 
pudence, also contends that the 
American revolution was the 
product of radical impulses-a 
social upheaval like that which 
occurred in France beginning in 
1789. 
The result is that countless 
people believe the American 
Revolution of ‘76 was somehow 
akin to the French Revolution of 
‘89-a 
product of radical, 
secularist, and levelling forces 
unleashed in the era of the 
“Enlightenment.” From this 
assumption it is only a few short 
steps 
to 
the 
neo-Marxist 
distortions of the PBC. 
All such theories are badly off 
mark, as may be discovered by 
going back to our nation’s 
founding 
documents. 
Our 
country’s origins, needless to 
say, had nothing to do with the 
neo-Marxist collectivism of the 
PBC; 
but neither had they 
anything to do with the 18th 
Century secular radicalism of 
the Jacobin revolution in 
France. It is because too many 
of 
us 
haven’t 
done 
our 
homework on such matters that 
we are easy prey for historical 
fraud. 
The crucial issues that led to 
the American Revolution were 
taxing measures (the Stamp 
Act, the tax tax), restraints on 
trade (the White Pine Acts), 
suspension 
of 
colonial 
legislative powers, the use of 
general search warrants (“the 
writs of assistance” ), trial by 
jury (abrogated by British ef­ 
forts to try Americans in ad­ 
miralty courts or in England), 
and quartering of soldiers. 
All these issues related to the 
question of taxation, which was 
the core and essence of the 
American complaint; but even 
waiving this consideration, they 
all had one theme in common: 
Each and every one of the major 
issues leading up the revolution 
had to do with placing limits of 


the reach of arbitrary gover­ 
nment. At every step of the way, 
the American Revolution, was a 
revolution for freedom, and 
against top-down coercion. 
Urgent concern for personal 
liberty and fear of unchecked 
government power were the 
motive forces of our revolution- 
expressed repeatedly by all the 
major spokesmen of the day: 
Patrick Henry, Richard Henry 
Lee, 
John 
Adams, 
George 
Mason, 
James 
Madison, 
Thomas 
Jefferson. 
And 
of 
course, those same concerns 
were manifest in the establish­ 
ment of the Federal Constitution 
12 years later, with it checks and 
balances and counterpoises to 
keep the powers of government 
at bay. 
“It may be a reflection of 
human nature,” Madison ob­ 
served, 
“that such 
devices 
should be necessary to control 
the abuses of government. But 
what is government itself but 
the greatest of all reflections on 
human nature? If men were 
angels, no government would be 
necessary. If angels were to 
govern men, neither external or 
internal controls on government 
would be necessary. In framing 
a government which is to be 
administered by men, the great 
difficulty lies in this: you must 
first enable the government to 
control the governed, and in the 
next place oblige it to control 
itself.” 
Such in brief were the origins 
of the American idea and of the 
struggle 
for 
independence: 
Profoundly religious, staunchly 
traditionalist, firmly committed 
to personal liberty and limited 
government. It is hard to con­ 
ceive of anything more remote 
from the Communist slaveries 
spawned by “Lenin, Mao, and 
Che,” the radical upheavals of 
our own time, or the con­ 
temporary 
yen 
for 
nihilist 
destruction. 
Let us rededicate ourselves to 
the principles of freedom for 
which our founders worked, and 
fought, and died.

WASHINGTON - 
Insiders 
now are saying there’ll be a 
deadly long-running political 
feud between President Carter 
and labor president George 
Meany - the husky, crusty chief 
of union chiefs who hasn’t lost 
many duels with any of the U.S. 
Presidents he’s fought, since 
Herbert Hoover. And he’s fought 
and outfoxed them all. 
Though 
the 
82-year-old 
political warfare veteran Meany 
is wary of the powers of an 
American President, the AFL- 
CIO leader moved hard, tough, 
swiftly and boldly behind the 
scenes to clip Jimmy Carter 
even before the inauguration. 
The overt prize was the Labor 
Secretary Cabinet post. Out- 
front objections (by blacks and 
women’s groups) to the ex­ 
plosive Harvard professor John 
Dunlop, whom Meany proffered 
to Carter, actually were simply 
background 
non-participating 
Greek chorus litanies, unaf- 
fecting the real drama. In this 
case the chorus was out front -- 
with little effect - and the 
players were backstage. 
Jimmy Carter just didn’t 
stand still long enough to get 
clipped by labor’s heavyweight. 
Sources close to the “Governor” 
say 
he was angered, as Mr. 
Carter himself put it, when he 
read in the newspapers for the 
first time that Meany was 
pushing Prof. Dunlop as the

Nearly everybody says one of the most urgent matters 
confronting 
the newly elected Administration and 
Congress is a complete “reform of the welfare system .” 
What system? 
The trouble is that there is no “welfare system ” to 
reform. 
What the U.S. has, in fact, is a hodgepodge of 
skyrocketing programs launched hit or miss over the 
years 
for 
the benevolent 
purpose of eliminating 
depreviation. 
These undertakings are operated by hordes of local 
and federal agencies with no uniform standards to guide 
them, and no way to be sure that those in charge of one 
program know what the others are trying to do. 
There isn’t even a uniform goal. 
Is the objective to help those in need while they need 
help? or is it to redistribute incomes so that those who 
have more will be benefactors of those who have less? 
The purpose has never been defined. 
If you tried to run a business this way, you’d be broke 
in a week. 
That is not to say that welfare should be operated as a 
business to show a profit. Nobody would be so inhumane 
as to insist that Government efforts to aid the needy aim 
for a plus return on the tax dollars expended. 
But at least a measure of efficiency in the ad­ 
ministration of welfare would make those dollars go 
further and do more for those they are intended to help. 
And you can’t start to get efficiency in any operation if 
you don’t even have a co-ordinated system. 
Caspar W Weinberger encountered the problems of 
welfare while serving at the top levels of Government — 
'first as Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget, and later as the Secretary of Health. Education 
and Welfare. He is now out of Government and back in 
private business, but that hasn’t lessened his concern 
about the course — and waste — of assistance programs. 
Writing in the current issue of The Journal of the 
Institute for Socioeconomic Studies, he makes the above 
point this w ay: 
“One of the first characteristics of our welfare system 
is that it is not a system at all. It is a whole array of 
programs enacted at different times, with different goals 
and characteristics, unguided by any conscious, con­ 
sistent philosophy, or even actual necessity.” 
The result he sees is that some welfare programs 
discourage people from trying to support themselves; 
some — food stamps, for example — are available to 
people who don’t really need them; in total cash and 
noncash payments, welfare provides many with more 
income than they could get by working 
What is the answer? 
Mr. Weinberger would replace many of the present 
welfare programs with cash payments on the basis of 
each individual’s current need That, of course, is an 
oversimplifications — and, anyway, it is not the purpose 
here to argue the details of his proposal one way or the 
other. The whole thing is too complex to tackle in this 
limited space. 
But he does make this point: 
“It is fair that those who earn more should pay more 
for their government, and fair also that they should help 
those in need and those who are less fortunate. 
“But, if our goal is simply to transfer income from the 
rich to the poor until we have achieved a dull gray 
mediocrity for most, we will have destroyed the op­ 
portunities and incentives with the large rewards our 
system has offered for some, and which has enabled all 
of us to enjoy a higher standard of living than has ever 
been achieved by any other country; and, much more 
important: 
“We will have changed the fundamental balance of our 
constitutional system which makes government the 
guarantor of individual freedom, not the individual the 
servant of society’s conscious objectives ”

The 200th anniversary of our 
nation's independence should be 
an occasion for national pride 
and 
reaffirmation

Americans is exactly that 
But there are others who have 
less noble purposes for the 
Bicentennial, and have been 
working to make their views 
prevail. 
This 
week 
in 
the 
Nation's Capital and in the city 
of 
Philadelphia

Independence 
was signed, we find forces at 
work attempting to distort the 
meaning of the Bicentennial 
beyond all recognition 
Most notable of these is the so- 
called 
Peoples 
Bicentennial 
Commission, a Marxist group 
which argues that the original 
American Revolution was a 
species of radical, collectivist 
upheaval, and should be the 


pretext 
for similar mischief 
today. The PBC attempts to 
portray American business as 
their modern versions of George 
III, 
and 
calls 
for 
their 
dismantling by “the people.” 
The distortions erf the PBC link 
up quite readily with a less 
violent 
but 
philosophically 
congruent version of American 
history 
widely 
taught 
in 
A m erican 
educational 
in­ 
stitutions. 
This 
view, 
while 
falling short of the PBC in im­ 
pudence. also contends that the 
American revolution was the 
product of radical impulses-a 
social upheaval like that which 
occurred in France beginning in 
1789 
The result is that countless 
people believe the American 
Revolution of ‘76 was somehow 
akin to the French Revolution of 
‘89--a 
product 
of 
radical, 
secularist, and levelling forces 
unleashed in the era of the 
“ Enlightenm ent” From 
this 
assumption it is only a few short 
steps 
to 
the 
neo-M arxist 
distortions of the PBC. 
All such theories are badly off 
mark, as may be discovered by 
going 
back 
to our nation’s 
founding 
documents. 
Our 
country's origins, needless to 
say, had nothing to do with the 
neo-Marxist collectivism of the 
PBC; 
but neither had they 
anything to do with the 18th 
Century secular radicalism of 
the 
Jacobin 
revolution 
in 
France It is because too many 
of 
us 
haven't 
done 
our 
homework on such matters that 
we are easy prey for historical 
fraud 
The crucial issues that led to 
the American Revolution were 
taxing measures (the Stamp 
Act, the tax tax), restraints on 
trade (the White Pine Acts), 
suspension 
of 
colonial 
legislative powers, the use of 
general search warrants ("the 
writs of assistance"), trial by 
jury (abrogated by British ef 
forts to try Americans in ad­ 
miralty courts or in England), 
and quartering of soldiers 
All these issues related to the 
question of taxation, which was 
the core and essence of the 
American complaint; but even 
waiving this consideration, they 
all had one theme in common 
Each and every one of the major 
issues leading up the revolution 
had to do with placing limits of 


the reach of arbitrary gover­ 
nment. At every step of the way, 
the American Revolution, was a 
revolution for freedom, and 
against top-down coercion 
Urgent concern for personal 
liberty and fear of unchecked 
government power were the 
motive forces of our revolution- 
expressed repeatedly by all the 
major spokesmen of the day: 
Patrick Henry, Richard Henry 
Lee, 
John 
Adams, 
George 
Mason, 
Jam es 
Madison, 
Thomas 
Jefferson. 
And 
of 
course, those same concerns 
were manifest in the establish­ 
ment of the Federal Constitution 
12 years later, with it checks and 
balances and counterpoises to 
keep the powers of government 
at bay. 
"It may be a reflection of 
human nature,” Madison ob­ 
served. 
“ that 
such 
devices 
should be necessary to control 
the abuses of government But 
what is government itself but 
the greatest of all reflections on 
human nature? If men were 
angels, no government would be 
necessary 
If angels were to 
govern men, neither external or 
internal controls on government 
would be necessary. In framing 
a government which is to be 
administered by men, the great 
difficulty lies in this you must 
first enable the government to 
control the governed, and in the 
next place oblige it to control 
itself ” 
Such in brief were the origins 
of the American idea and of the 
struggle 
for 
independence 
Profoundly religious, staunchly 
traditionalist, firmly committed 
to personal liberty and limited 
government. It is hard to con­ 
ceive of anything more remote 
from the Communist slaveries 
spawned by “ Lenin, Mao, and 
Che,” the radical upheavals of 
our own time, or the con­ 
temporary 
yen 
for 
nihilist 
destruction. 
Let us rededicate ourselves to 
the principles of freedom for 
which our founders worked, and 
fought, and died

Mexico shakes up 
drug underworld

CITY

— 
Young, eager Mexican narcot­ 
ics control agents have cut a 
wide swath through the drug 
underworld that now provides 
most of the heroin reaching the 
United States. 
About 250 agents, many of 
them in their 20s, have seized 
$1.2 million worth of cocaine 
and heroin and 563 tons of 
marijuana in a nine-month pe­ 
riod, says Dr Alejandro Gertz, 
who headed the elite squad un­ 
til the administrative reshuffle 
that followed the inauguration 
Dec. 1 of Mexico’s new presi­ 
dent, Jose Lopez Portillo. 
In addition 
to the seized 
drugs, 
narcotics agents de­ 
stroyed 14,450 acres of poppy 
plantings, from which heroin 
comes, and burned 13,800 acres 
of marijuana plants during the 
same nine months, Gertz said. 
In that same period the agen­ 
cy 
made 
5,022 arrests, 
in 
eluding 416 foreigners, mo6t of 
them 
Americans. 
Some 
of 
American prisoners have been 
conducting hunger strikes and 
lobbying for improved prison 
conditions. 
However, Mexico’s drug mob 
is not giving up, Gertz said. 
“They started planting three 
months ago, trying to recover 
earlier losses,” he said. “But 
there are clear indications they 
are moving into the south, into 
areas not used up until now for 
growing poppies.” 
Mexko now supplies about 80 
per cent of the heroin reaching 
the United States, according to 
the agency. Mexico became the 
heroin hothouse for the United 
States after supplies from the 
Asian “golden triangle” and 
Turkey dwindled. 
The American agency plays 
an active advisory and support 


role in Mexico. It has supplied 
Mexico 
about 
three 
dozen 
planes and helicopters — the 
largest nonmilitary force in 
Latin America — and radios 
and other equipment 
This has helped the Mexicans 
in recent months to confiscate 
71 airplanes, the majority of 
them American, in an effort to 
halt night drug flights that slip 
into the United States at low al­ 
titudes to evade radar. 
Twenty-two 
Mexican 
Add 
agents gave been killed in the 
last year, almost a 10 per cent 
loss. But most of the agents are 
young, eager, quick-triggered 
and ready to accept the dan­ 
gers for the prestige and ro­ 
mance of the job 
A map in Gertz’s office look­ 
ed like it could have been in an 
arm y’s command headquarters. 
Jabbed into the 7-foot-high re­ 
lief map of Mexico were color­ 
ed pins showing the hundreds 
of poppy fields already de­ 
stroyed 
and 
the dozens 
of 
mountain bases for soldiers and 
drug agents manning isolated 
spots where helicopters refuel 
and load up with herbicides. 
The small force of Mexican 
agents has become known to 
some Americans as the “ un­ 
touchables” because of its ar­ 
rests of influential mobsters 
who undoubtedly bought off of­ 
ficials in the past. 
‘They’re getting people now 
that I didn’t think they would 
touch six months ago,” said a 
foreign agent assigned to ad­ 
vise the Mexicans. 
“The leaders appeared to be 
respectable businessmen,” he 
said “They had hotels, gas sta­ 
tions and supermarkets. One 
even had an industry of herbi­ 
cides, some of which we use to 
destroy plantings, which is kind 
of ironic.” 


CHICAGO (AP) - Factions 
in the fight to succeed Mayor 
Richard J. Daley have worked 
out another compromise de­ 
signed to head off a threatened 
revolt by black Democrats.

Alderman Wilson Frost, black 
president pro tern of the coun­ 
cil, who earlier had proclaimed 
himself acting mayor, will re­ 
place Bilandic as chairman of 
the Finance Committee, a cov­ 
eted position. 
The City Council also will 
create a position of vice mayor, 
which 
immediately 
will 
be 
filled by one of the 13 Polish- 
American aldermen. 
The 
proposed 
settlement 
came out of a series of meet­ 
ings Sunday. 
Thomas Donovan, Daley’s pa­ 
tronage aide, was reported to 
have been instrumental in the 
compromise — the third which 
has been worked out since Da­ 
ley’s death a week ago. 
Frost reportedly took part in 
the negotiations but was un­ 
available for comment.' 
Black supporters of Frost 
were angry when they heard of 
the apparent deal. 
“If it’s true, you couldn’t 
even print my reaction,” said 
independent state Rep. Jesse 
Madison, D-Chicago. “But I 
just don’t believe it’s true.” 
Alderman Roman Pucinski, 
possibly in line for the newly 
proposed post of vice-mayor, 
said 
the 
most recent com­ 
promise will avoid “a clash 
with serious racial overtones.” 
In an advertisement in to­ 
day's Chicago newspapers the 
Rev. Jesse L. Jackson, national 
president of Operation PUSH 
(People United To Save Hu­ 
manity), said, “Wilson Frost 
should not be the interim may­ 
or because he is black, nor any 
person because erf his ethnic 
heritage." 


The advertisement, signed by 
more than 100 community lead­ 
ers, most of them black, criti­ 
cized an earlier agreement un­ 
der which two City Hall power 
brokers, Aldermen Edward R. 
Vrydolyak and Edward Burke, 
agreed to support Bilandic in 
return for increased impor­ 
tance in the council. 


That agreement apparently 
was superseded by Sunday’s 
developments, however. 
Blacks, 
once 
the reliable 
backbone of the regular organ­ 
ization, have become increas­ 
ingly independent. They make 
up the largest ethnic bloc in the

Lack of funds for 
public defenders 


JACKSON — There’s a law on the books that says effective 
Jan. 1 the 32nd Judicial Circuit of Cape Girardeau and Bollinger 
Counties and four other circuits in Missouri shall have a full-time 
public defender. 
But that’s as far as it goes. 
A measure enacted by the Missouri Legislature last April 
provided for public defenders here and in the 8th, 10th, 24th and 
34th Circuits. But they’ll have public defenders in theory alone. 
The problem is funding - or, more correctly the lack of fun 
ding - of the additional defenders provided for in the legislative- 
enacted measure. 
The additional defenders were included in an amendment to a 
bill which provided for funding of both full and non-full-time 
defenders in Missouri for fiscal year 1977, said Judge Stanley A. 
Grimm of the 32nd Circuit. 
What happened was that the bill failed to receive Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond’s signature in time for additional ap­ 
propriations to be included to fund the full-time defenders in the 
five circuits, he said. 
The measure provided funding for attorneys in curcuits 
without full-time defenders and for full-time defenders in the 14 
existing counties which had them, the judge said. 
Die five additional circuits, however, were included for fun­ 
ding under the circuits without full-time attorneys. Therefore, 
the 6th, 10th, 24th, 32nd and 34th Circuits were not provided the 
funds necessary to establish and operate full-time public 
defender offices beginning Jan. 1. 
Grimm noted, however there' is strong indication that the 
legislature will take action to correct the problem soon after it 
convenes in early January. 
Die judge said an emergency appropriations bill likely will be 
introduced to fund the additional defenders and if not, funds for 
the five additional offices would be included in next year’s 
legislative appropriation. 
“We hope to have emergency funds appropriated for our cir­ 
cuit and the other four by April or May,” the judge said 
“depending upon if and when the legislature takes it up. ” 
He said if no emergency appropriations are provided, the five 
circuits definitely would be included in next year’s appropriation 
bill, which would mean all five would have a public defender by 
July 1, at the very latest. 
Many attorneys in Missoouri have long favored a public 
defender bill and most in the 32nd Circuit welcome the law 
providing one here. 
Judge Grimm said he also favors appointment of a public 
defender here. 
“It will help us move cases quicker because we’ll know who to 
appoint to represent indigent persons and there will be no con­ 
flicts with attorneys’ schedules as there presently is,” he said. 
Instead of having to work around schedules of court-appointed 
attorneys who have many other commitments to meet, the court 
will have only to concern itself with schedulings in Cape Girar­ 
deau and Bolling«' County Magistrate and Circuit Courts, 
Grimm explained. 
The public defender’s job will pay $17,500 annually and he will 
be appointed by a Public Defender Commission for four year 
terms. 
He will be allowed to employ up to three assistannts at 
maximum salaries of $10,000 each. Although the public defender 
may not engage in private practice, his assistants may 
Until August 1972, Missouri had no provision for paying court- 
appointed attorneys At that time, the state began paying court- 
appointed attorneys to represent only indigents charged with 
felonies. 
Last April, the Legislature also provided that court-appointed 
attorneys be paid for representing indigents charged not only 
with felonies, but with misdemeanors and in juvenile courts. 
Funding over the past two years, however, has been far short of 
the amounts billed and attorneys appointed by the courts have 
been paid only for expenses or on a prorata basis

Breast cysts 
need attention

DEAR DR 
LAMB - Is 
there any cure or treatm ent 
for fibrocystic disease of the 
breast besides surgery once or 
twice a y ear9 My doctor says 
I have to learn to live with it I 
have a m am m ogram once a 
year and just had surgery for 
a large m ass of cysts from one 
breast that looked like grapes 
full of yellow fluid The other 
breast has the sam e but the 
doctor said they were cystic 
so ju st keep a close watch on 
them 
I want to know what can be 
done and if there are any 
treatm ents or should I change 
doctors. 
Is having the breast remov­ 
ed the answer or not? I can’t 
see going to the hospital once 
or twice a year for surgery. I 
would just as soon have both 
breasts removed if it will put 
a stop to these cystic for­ 
mations. This is making an 
emotional wreck of me I am 
44 
DEAR R EA D ER - You 
have a perplexing problem. 
However, as many as a third 
o f 
a d u l t 
w o m e n 
h a v e 
fibrocystic disease (also call­ 
ed chronic m astitis). The 
am ount of difficulty depends 
upon the extent of the disease. 
D ie recurrent formation of 
c y s t s 
is 
not d a n g e r o u s 
although cysts can cause pain 
and tenderness 
Symptdms 
are relieved some with a well- 
fitting brassiere and with the 
application of heat. A cyst or 
cysts can be drained with a 
needle. 
The im portant point is es­ 
tablishing whether a woman 
has cysts in the breast or if 
there is a definite nodule that 
is not a cyst. If it is a nodule 
the question of a malignancy 
of the breast must be settled. 
I hate to frighten you but 
you m ay make the wrong deci­ 
sion if you don’t have the right 
facts. Cancer of the breast is 
three to five times as common 
in w o m e n w i t h c y s t i c 


m astitis. That is why your 
doctor is wisely keepidg such 
close track of you It is^taot un­ 
usual to have a bidfbsy or 
removal of an area to be sure 
it is a cyst and not a nodule. If 
the cyst can be drained and 
there is no residual lun^p then 
one is on safer ground^ 
It is well and good sto say 
that the im portant poirtt is to 
tell the difference between a 
cyst and a definite lump, but it 
isn’t that easy in a breast that 
is full of cysts. That is why a 
woman with a lot of these 
should have a breast exam ina­ 
tion by her doctor every four 
to six months. 
Although there is a lot of 
discussion currently on the 
value and danger of m am ­ 
mography it is used in cases 
such as yours because of the 
high incidence of cancer and 
the consequences if cancer is 
not detected early You should 
continue to rely on your doc­ 
tor to advise you on how often 
you should have such an ex­ 
amination as it applies to your 
case 
Some doctors are now m ore 
in favor of a simple m astec­ 
tomy in cases such as yours. It 
depends again on how much 
trouble it causes. In most 
cases how ever, a regular 
careful evaluation combined 
with self-examination will be 
adequate. In a woman with 
severe problems and with a 
family h isto ry of b re a st 
cancer the choice might be 
different. Talk it over with 
your doctor if you continue to 
need surgery and perhaps ask 
for a consultation with a 
specialist in gynecology 
F o r information on the 
menopause send 50 cents with 
a l ong, s t a m p e d , s e l f - 
addressed envelope for The 
Health Letter number 5-12.

Lack of funds for 
public defenders 


JACKSON — There’s a law on the books that says effective 
Jan. 1 the 32nd Judicial Circuit of Cape Girardeau and Bollinger 
Counties and four other circuits in Missouri shall have a full-time 
public defender. 
But that's as far as it goes. 
A measure enacted by the Missouri Legislature last April 
provided for public defenders here and in the 6th, 10th, 24th and 
34th Circuits But they’ll have public defenders in theory alone 
The problem is funding — or, more correctly the lack of fun 
ding — of the additional defenders provided for in the legislative- 
enacted measure. 
The additional defenders were included in an amendment to a 
bill which provided for funding of both full and non-full-time 
defenders in Missouri for fiscal year 1977, said Judge Stanley A. 
Grimm of the32nd Circuit. 
What happened was that the bill failed to receive Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond’s signature in time for additional ap­ 
propriations to be included to fund the full-time defenders in the 
five circuits, he said. 
The measure provided funding for attorneys in curcuits 
without full-time defenders and for full-time defenders in the 14 
existing counties which had them, the judge said. 
The five additional circuits, however, were included for fun­ 
ding under the circuits without full-time attorneys. Therefore, 
the 6th, 10th, 24th, 32nd and 34th Circuits were not provided the 
funds necessary to establish and operate full-time public 
defender offices beginning Jan 1. 
Grimm noted, however 
there is strong indication that the 
legislature will take action to correct the problem soon after it 
convenes in early January. 
The judge said an emergency appropriations bill likely will be 
introduced to fund the additional defenders and if not, funds for 
the five additional offices would be included in next year’s 
legislative appropriation. 
“We hope to have emergency funds appropriated for our cir­ 
cuit and the other four by April or May,” the judge said 
"depending upon if and when the legislature takes it up ” 
He said if no emergency appropriations are provided, the five 
circuits definitely would be included in next y e a r’s appropriation 
bill, which would mean all five would have a public defender by 
July 1, at the very latest 
Many attorneys in Missoouri have long favored a public 
defender bill and most in the 32nd Circuit welcome the law 
providing one here 
Judge Grimm said he also favors appointment of a public 
defender here 
“It will help us move cases quicker because we ll know who to 
appoint to represent indigent persons and there will be no con 
Piets with attorneys' schedules as there presently is," he said 
Instead of having to work around schedules of court-appointed 
attorneys who have many other commitments to meet, the court 
will have only to concern itself with schedulings in Cape Girar­ 
deau and Bollinger County Magistrate and Circuit Courts, 
Grimm explained 
The public defender’s job will pay $17,500 annually and he will 
be appointed by a Public Defender Commission for four year 
terms. 
He will be allowed to employ up to three assistannts at 
maximum salaries of $10,000 each Although the public defender 
may not engage in private practice, his assistants may 
Until August 1972, Missouri had no provision for paying court- 
appointed attorneys At that time, the state began paying court 
appointed attorneys to represent only indigents charged with 
felonies 
Last April, the Legislature also provided that court-appointed 
attorneys be paid for representing indigents charged not only 
with felonies, but with misdemeanors and in juvenile courts 
Funding over the past two years, how ever, has been far short of 
the amounts billed and attorneys appointed by the courts have 
been paid only for expenses or on a prorata hasis
